PROHIBITION VIDICATED 

The indexfingerof the century points 
toward the constitutional prohibition 
of the liquor traffic* \V« would not in- 
dulge rose colored views, luit the trend 
of reformatory thought and discussion, 
in large arena of people, is clearly in 
that direction; and, whon it comes, it 
will he the legitimate out birth from 
great principles which have been gen- 
erated and developed in the profound 
and ardent thoughts of true reformers, 
audi which unmistakably point to con 
stitutional prohibition us the legiti- 
mate sequence. On this basis we predi- 
cate oar argument. 

The following six propositions will 
he accepted by multitudes, us so 
thoroughly determined that they need 
little more than to be staled' 

1. The evil which prohibitions seeks 
to remove is "the gigantic ciime of 
crimes" against society. 

2. The superior practical benefits of 
prohibition over any other form of anti- 
liquor policy have been jlearlv demon- 
strated by the working of prohibitory 
law, whereever it. has had a fair trial. 
It is clear that the best stale of society, 
in respect to soberil ey, public order, 
thrift, and general comfort, has been 
realized under a prohibitory regimen. 
It would, we think, be impossible to 
lind an instance on any large scale, 
where license has promoted temperan- 
ce. The London Times voiced the con 
fession of many on both sides of the 
Atlantic when it said, "The license sys- 
ten has the double vice of not answer- 
ing a public good, but a private one. 
It has been tried and found wanting." 

The principle of prohibition baa 
been fully vindicated by the highest 
civil tribunals of the land, as a sound, 
just principle of jurisprudence, and in 
no single instance condemned by the 
United States' courts. 

4. Prohibition is in harmony with 
soundest political economy. Political 
economy recognized the liquor traffic as 
the active cause of four-fifths of the 
f.rime, pauperism, lu .aiy, w, tch dness 
and disorder that atllict society; and it 
teaches, therefore, that no legislative 
body consistently enacted a law which 
provides for the licensing of the sale 
of alcoholic beverages. Su li legislation 
would defeat, (he great and important 
end for which government was estab- 
lished. 

5. The best and most advanced med- 
ical science enunciates principles which 
constitute the germinal basis op. which 
prohibition is logically predicated. It 
has been scientifically demonstrated, 
beyond the likelihood of successful dis- 
proof, that alcohol is not food, nor an 
assimilator of food; alcoholic liquors 
are not helpful or necessary to persons 
in health, but, on the oilier hand, are 
injurious in their effects and productive 
only of evil, even when taken moder 
ately and in mild form. If the use of 
alcoholic beverages were productive of 
good their sales could not be justly 
prohibited; but being prolific scources 
of untold evils, their sale as beverages 
should be prohibited. 

G. Prohibition is in harmony with 
the purest philanthropy of the nine- 
•eenth century. Philanthropy finds 
nothing in the liquor traffic in com- 
mon with self, nothing upon which sin 
can look with favor. Kather, it is ever 
and everywhere the st udyjjand implace- 
able foe of philanthropy, the prolific 
fountain of the woes she pities and 
seeks to ameliorate. 

These six propositions have been 
wrought out by the benevolent think- 
ing of this country. The trend of the 
best civilized thought has developed 
them. Such is the broad and higli en- 
dorsement of the principle of prohibi- 
tion. ' 

A (single form of legislation which 
combines all these six supreme elem- 
ents, which includes in its beneficent 
sweep the suppression of the most gi 
gantic evil of the land; which has al 
ready demonstrated its superior prac- 
tical efficiency in this work; which 
has never failed to be vindicated as 
just and equtable by the highest courts 
of law; which lias been demonstrated 
to be in accord with the highest politi- 
cal economy; which has an impregnable 
logical basis in the teachings of the 
most advanced medical science; which 
is fullv in consonance with the purest 
philanthropy, endorsements respresent- 
ing the highest pinnacles of modern 
thought in the most vital relations of 
civil and social life — certainly cannot 
be denied a place in th constitution of 
the- States or the nation. The constitu- 
tion is the place so en. body such great 
essential principles pertaining to the 
welfare of cociety. — Daniel Dorchester, 
J). /). in Western Christian Advocate.

Unpunished Crimes. 

The London Daily News is led by the 
mysterioUB murder of Mr. Tower, at 
Stoke Newington, to recall a series of re- 
cent murders in which the criminals have 
escaped detection. It was but the other 
day that a grocer's man was stabbed to 
death in Walworth by a thief whom he 
had detected in stealing a parcel of tea 
from his carl, The thief contrived to got 
safely :2 without, as it would appear, the 
least effort to detain him on the part of 
the panic-stricken spectators. An old 
woman named Ancock was lately stabbed 
in the neck, under circumstances of pe- 
culiar barbarity, in her house in Suther- 
land road, How. The only remaining 
hope of tracing this murder seems to lie 
in an anonymous letter which appears to 
have been written with a view to decoy 
her fur some nefarious purpose out of the 
house. Then thoro is the caie of the 
woman Novel, who was found a few days 
ago strangled in her bed in a low lodging 
house in Artillery square, Westminster, 
the inquest resulting only in a verdict of 
wilful murder against "some person or 
persons unknown ." A year or two ago 
the public were alarmed by a succession 
of cases of bodies recovered from the IVd- 
dington canal under circumstances point- 
ing strongly Co death by violence; and in- 
stances of bodies found in the Thames 
wit h marks indicatire of foul play have 
bet n painfully frequent of late. Among 
the most remarkable of recent unpunished 
crimes iu the case of the baker I'rban 
Napoleon Stanger, who disappeared so 
suddenly and in so strange a manner 
from his home in Lever street , St. Luke's. 
Scarcely less remarkable as instances of 
audit en and unaccountable disappearances 
were the successive cases of little school 
girls, Mary Seaward and Eliza Carter, 
winch caused so strung an excitement in 
the east of London about three years ago. 
Not a trace of I he whereabouts of either 
of these children has been brought to 
light. Unhappily, less mystery attaches 
to the fato of the child (ieorgina Moore, 
who was decoyed by some person in 
broad daylight , while going to school in u 
street in f'imlieu, .and was afterward 
found drowned, with wire and weight < at- 
tached to the body, in the river near the 
vill ige of Valding, in Kent. Then there 
is the murder of Alias thicker, whose re- 
mains were discovered a year or two ago 
in the cellar of a house in Kast square; 
and the murder of .Airs. Itevillo, the 
belcher's wife, who, during the tempor- 
ary absence of her husband, just after the 
closing of the shutters, though not of tin: 
door of her shop, at Slough, was barbar- 
ously jslain with a hatchet, in a room he 
hind the counter. Neither of these crimes 
has ever been cleared up. Oases in which 
policemen have boon shot by burglars, iu 
some instances fatally, are not noted. Po- 
lice Constable Atkins, who endeavored to 
arrest a man in the act of committing a 
burglary, near Kingston, on the '22nd of 
September, 1881, was found shot in three 
places, and dying of his wounds. This 
crime has not been brought home to any 
person; neither has the more striking 
crime at Dulston, of which Police Con 
stable Cole was the victim. 
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('apt. William Knmls, of tho Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad tug boat America, while 
lowing a striiiL;of lloals from l'u r :!'.! to 
•Jersey City Friday night, thought that he 
saw a man standing ou one of the flouts, 
lie shunted: "What are you doing out 
there in the eold?" The man remained 
standing as if lie had nut heard tbe voice. 
Then the captain called up the dock hand, 
Aleck Seutt, and asked: "What is Hill Lob- 
dell (the tloatinan) doing out then- in llir 
cold?" Scott looked at the figure on the 
tloat and answered: "Why, that isn't Lob- 
dell. He is down here." Then the engi- 
neer and fireman came up on deck, and as 
no one seemed ui know who the man was, 
Seott went over to liim on the tloat, but as 
he ueared the place the man vanished as if 
he were air. Seutt looked around in 
amazement, and was about returning to tin; 
tug when the men on the tug, who were also 
astonished at the disappearance, called to 
him, and looking back Scott saw the lignre 
again standing on the Hunt. lie made no 
further investigation, but hurried back to 

the tllg. • 

A few weeks ago a man was drowned off 
the tloat in question, and the boatmen be- 
lieve (hat the figure thej saw was the ghost 
of the drowned rloatiaan.

VISIT TO OT- 
.1. 



We have sliown,inuch t<> the disgust of 
the Standard, thut Us political friends ut- 
terly neglected the important eastern 
boundary question; and we have con- 
trasted their ignorance and neglect with 
the intelligent and prompt action of the 
present government in the matter. The 
standard, of course, is annoyed; it does 
not like in this cold weather to have its 
ragged shirt torn off and the lash applied. 
Lot us give it another cut or two, as it 
stands shivering without its scanty cover 
ing. The boundary question, as we 
have shown, is of immense importance as 
a practical money question, needing itn 
mediate solution, or, at least, adjustment, 
and needing adjustment on account of 
the neglect of the late government. Hut 
there is another matter of almost equal 
importance which that government also 
totally neglected, and which the present 
government, as we have already stated, 
has taken up and so happily advanced 
that in all probability the province will 
receive, as its just right, Slf>,000 to 820,- 
000 per annum from the Dominion trea- 
sury. Y\e refer to the Halifax fishery 
award money. The further management 
and, we hope, the successful conclusion 
of the negotiations as to this matter will en- 
gage the attention of the premier during 
Ilia visit to Ottawa. Neither the late gov- 
ernment nor their ambassadors and 
agents — Messrs. Walkem and DeCosnios — 
did anything to forward it, though the 
latter gentleman mentioned tho subject on 
one occasion ill the house of commons. 
This fishery money question alone would 
justify a visit to Ottawa without 
any reference to the boundary question at 
all; and as the subject will come up dur- 
ing the session at Ottawa the present is 
precisely the time to watch and advance 
it, notwithstanding the exhaustive and 
satisfactory correspondence that has taken 
place. Connected witli our fishery inter- 
ests in general, there is a third subject 
which requires to be pressed on the per- 
manent attention of the Dominion gov- 
ernment under the following circum- 
stances: Owing largely to the neglect of 
the late government it does not appear to 
be understood by the Dominion govern- 
ment that this is a great fishing province; 
that our fisheries form one of our greatest 
resources. The Washington treaty robbed 
us of territory and fishing grounds, yet 
this was the only province or colony in 
British North America that was not con- 
sulted bofore tho conclusion of that 
treaty. After the treaty was made, owing 
to a narrow construction of its terms, due 
to inadequate language, our fish and fish 
oil were excluded from United States 
markets, and further injury indicted on 
us. The whole fishery relations between 
Great Britain and the United States have 
again been brought up and are now the 
subject of diplomatic correspondence 
owing to the notice to terminate the fish- 
ery provisions of the Washington treaty 
given by the United States government 
last July. The present provincial gov- 
ernment desires that in any future inter 
national fishery arrrngement the position 
of British Columbia as a fishery pYovince 
shall not be overlooked. This province 
is unrepresented in the Dominion cabinet 
and it is essential to the good adminis- 
tration of affairs and to the maintenance 
of proper relations between the province 
and the Dominion that no action should 
bo taken in what concerns the rights, in- 
terests, and especially t lie industry and 
trade of this province, without consulta- 
tion with the provincial government as the 
circumstances demand. This is a matter 
which the premier has to press strongly 
on tilt; Dominion government, and it 
alone would justify the visit to Ottawa of 
which tlic Standard, or its $12,000 do- 
nothing missionary, complains. Have we 
given the Standard a sufficient Hill of 
Fare! If not, we can add other matters 
that have to be pressed on the Dominion 
owing to the default of its political friends 
during their dolorous tenure of office, 
such as the breakdown of the local man- 
agement of Indian affairs, tho consequent 
increasing burden on us of charges for 
Indian offences, and other subjects less 
important yet which require attention in 
addition to written representations that 
have been made respecting them. If the 
Standard does not like its nakedness ex- 
posed, why does it court exposure! Why 
does it meddle with politics instead of 
sticking to remarks on the weather/ 



THE NICOLA VALLEY TRAGEDY. 

A telegram from Nicola last evening 
states that after an enquiry which lasted 
four days, the verdict of the jury acquit- 
ted Indian Agent Howse of the charge of 
having indicted injuries on the Indian 
known as "Harper's Hilly" that caused 
hi* death. The local government acted 
with tlie utmost promptitude in respond- 
ing to the general demand for a second in- 
quest before a disinterested coroner. They 
paid Dr. Tunatall for holding a postmor - 
tem examination nn the body and defray- 
ed all the expenses of the enquiry. In 
this they have acted commendably. The 
grave charges contained in tho complaint 
of four settlers of the valley could not be 
rightly passod over, and it was a duty that 
devolved on the government to prove the 
matter to tho bottom. This they have' 
done; and no one ought to feel better 
pleased stt (he roan It than the Indian 



agent and Mr. Clapperton, .1. P. We 
presume the evidence taken will shortly 
reach this city, when it will be in order to 
review it and show how far the verdict 
was justified by the facts.

Flynn, Chapleau's Land Com- 
missioner, lias been sworn in as Railway 
Commissioner. 

Bbixevillk, Feb. 13 — N. A. Appleby 
was before the magistrate yesterday on a 
charge uf forgery.

Tokonto, Feb. II. -The northjweat por 
tion of tho city is excited over a haunted 
house on Centre street occupied by two 
families named Wallace and Banna.

London, Feb. 12 — A few days ago Mrs.

KI.KCTKICITV'S STARTLING 
POWERS. 

The Mere Mention ol the Fluid 
Restores Henry Heath. 

The case of Henry Heath, a prisoner in 
the city gaol, has been Frequently alluded 
to in these columns as being a remarkable 
one. It will be remembered that ho has 
been lying in bed since the 15th of last 
month (40 days) without giving any signs 
of consciousness, and during which 
time what sustenance he has received has 
been forcibly administered. The state- 
ment that he was unconscious appears to 
have been rather premature, as will be 
seen by reading on. The case is still a 
curious one, but has assumed a different 
phase. 

Recently Dr. Helmeken decided to ad- 
minster an electric shock to Heath, who 
was getting weaker every day and giving 
no sign of revival from tho syncope into 
which he appeared to have fallen. Ac- 
cordingly on Friday the Dr. directed a pris- 
oner to hold tiie patient's head,another(the 
man who has attended to him throughout) 
to hold one of his hands in which had 
been placed one of the poles of the bat- 
tery, while, taking the patient's other 
hand, the doctor applied to it the opposite 
pole. The circuit thus completed, a shock 
was given. The powers of the subtle 
Huid are acknowledged to be great, but in 
this instance their effect was per oetly 
marvellous. With lightning rapidity 
Heath sprang into a sitting posture with 
his eyes w ide (•pen, and having, as a pro 
liminary, buried his teeth in the arm of 
the man who was grasping his head, . shout - 

ed out: "You , what are youdoingt" 

He was evidently very much alive; but 
most of those around him were so startled 
at such a sudden restoration that they 
scattered like chaff before tho wind. The 
man who hail been bitten jumped back 
like a flash, fell over a chair, broke 
through il, extricated himself, leaped over 
a bed una Hew out of llieidoor into the 
gaol yard before lie well comprehended 
w hat had occurred. Fast as he ran, an 
other attendant gained tlu- open air be- 
fore him, a third scratched tho dust in 
the rear of the second, feverishly eager 
for tho one in front In go quicker; the 
fourth man did not run also, for the sim- 
ple reason that being sick he was not able; 
n ud oven the doctor looked rather taken 
aback. In tho meantime Heath had lain 
down again, looking very sullen, and hav- 
ing spoken a few more words, had in the 
course of twenty minutos sank back into 
the same peculiar state. The doctor de- 
cided that another shock should be ad- 
ministered the next day, and so on Sat- 
urday afternoon, in the presence of the 
gaolers, a reporter, and several of the pris- 
oners, the battery was placed on a chair 
convenient, the doctor seated himself on 
tke bed, taking the left arm of the man, 
who appeared perfectly inanimate, a 
prisoner grasped his head(this time a little 
tighter) and tin; attendant endeavored to 
force the other pole into Heath's remain- 
ing unoccupied hand. But this was 
all; Heath, who must have been aware nf 
that bud taken place and retained 
a lively recollection of tho 
previous day's performance opened his 
eyes (atul insane looking eyes they wore) 
struggled vi.Lutly, and this time the 
doctor became the favored recipient of a 
hearty bite on the wrist. Straps were 
brought and tho man fastened down, but 
Dr. Helmeken would not allow electricity 
to be again applied. At this juncture 
Heath turned his gaze on the doctor and 
sullenly asked, "What are you doing this 
for?" ".Just for fun," was the answer, 
"you have had yours and its our turn 
now." "What are you interfering with 
ute for, I haven't interfered with you/" 
"That is just where it is, you have not in- 
terfered enough; you have shammed long 
enough!" was the rather apt reply. The 
straps were removed and the party left 
the room, the man Heath lying on his 
side wide awake, and blinking sullenly at 
the ground. 

The doctor who had not at any time 
favored the opinion that Heath's peculiar 
state was due to any paralysis of the 
brain, says that the man is insane, and 
his insanity has taken this form, inasmuch 
as ho wishes to starve himself to death 
and stubbornly refuses to lake nourish- 
ment which has had to he given modi 
cally, and has given no sign of animation, 
beyond the dilatation of the nostrils and 
slight expansion of the chest, during the 
long time that he has lain in bed. The 
first symptoms that he gave of his mental 
condition were sundry ebullitions of tem 
per which exhibited themselves at most 
unlookod for times. (In one occasion 
soon after he was brought to tin. gaol on 
a charge of assault, he deliberately poured 
some hot soup, which he was carrying, 
down another prisoner's neck, and again, 
suddenly hauled off and struck another a 
heavy blow in the face, appearing tin; 
next moment to be unconscious of his ac 
tion, for en heing questioned as to why he 
had done it, asked, "Did what/",although 
the knowledge that the blow was not pre- 
meditated was but poor satisfaction to the 
assaulted one. Before taking to his bed 
he remarked to the head gaoler that the 
food was poisoned and he meant In cat no 
more of it- anil he has kept his word. 
Unless the threat, that galvanism will bo 
applied to him (of which he apparently 
entertains a greater horror than a sane per 
son does) acts as a deterrent upon him, he 
will doubtless adhere In his determina- 
tion until he sinks, which ho certainly is 
doing from reason of his inaction and 
the disadvantages under which nutri- 
ment is given him. A stubborn deter- 
mination to succumb seems to be the pre- 
vailing feature ol Ins insanity, and in this 
he will, if he continues his present course 
of conduct, eventually succeed, in spite 
of the perfect cleanliness in which he is 
kept, and the untiring care and attention 
which is paid him by his attendant and 
the prison authorities.

To run Editor. I was much amused on 
reading the leading article ill your morning 
coteuiporury that apology torn "news"- 
paper call.-d the Standard*. Tho "galled 
jade" of that peculiar institution lias 
"winced" considerably of late, and well lie 
may. He is now compelled lo witness a 
changed condition in the uffuira of the 
province, I nsieu. I of seeing a city with 
many empty bouses, he funis not a house 
to let, nor a spare room lo rent; our hotel 
accommodation, though largely increased, 
vet insufficient I'm' the wauls of (he com- 
munity. A brisk demand, at greatly in- 
creased prices, for real estate; new build- 
ings goiny up in many directions. In short, a 
general era of prosperity lias at last dawned 
upon us. What a contrast this is to what 
it was two years ago ! Great as has been 
fhe change in two years, no great foresight 
is required to discern that which the incom- 
ing summer is certain to witness. Who 
dine deny or controvert the statement that 
for such a changed condition in affairs the 
Smithe government is justly entitled to a 
more than ordinary share of credit'.' The 
policy of that government has been an en- 
lightened and progressive one. That of tho 
"grand objectors, " on the left of the 
Speaker, ami their few followers, kept hack 
the country jus! us many years as they were 
in pow er, and had they remained in the posi- 
tions they were so unjustly usurping, it is 
equally certain that I lie black days would 
still be our lot. 

1 do not wonder, therefore, that the 
mountain of the Standard is frequently in 
labor; but tin- eft'nrl invariably is the pro- 
duction of a very small mouse. It raves 
and foams al tin- v uy idea of the highly 
esteemed and respected Premier of this 
psovince going to Ottawa on urgent busi- 
ness matters in connection with the province, 
fhe green-eyed monster displays the cloven 
hoof in every line of the article referred to. 
For years the province was kept at dagger- 
ends with the Dominion. Kllbrts to effect 
a recoucilation were spurned, and when a 
favorable settlement was offered nearly ten 
years ago, the red herring was dragged 
across the path leading to a completion of 
fhe negotiations and side issues were raised. 
For a time the "tight Canada" policy suc- 
ceeded, but at the expense of keeping the 
development of tin- province back for many 
years. Ajgsun Lillet was provided for a 
missionary, who never made a solitary con- 
vert, nor ever conferred by his supposed 
exertions any benefit on tho country to the 
extent of a li-eent postage stamp. And yet 
these are t he same people who now raise 
their hands in holy horror at the very 
thought, of our premier daring to incur the 
expense of a few hundred dollars to look 
after and protect that which to British 
Columbia may be found to be worth hun- 
dreds of thousands. I suppose the ex- 
missionary now feels that there are limn 
who can accomplish something, if not 
everything, when they go about properly. 
He, beyond doubt, proved a most ignomini- 
ous failure in all his negotiations, and were 
he actuated by a spark of manliness, he 
would cheerfully acknowledge the superior 
accomplishments of those now in power 
over their predecessors, as well as his own 
.successors, 'fhe Smithe government will 
receive the credit from an enlightened com- 
munity of having done everything in their 
power to foster and encourage immigration 
to this province by pursuing a liberal policy 
in the expenditure of public moneys in the 
opening up and development of our latent 
resources, building trunk roads, improving 
(hose already constructed, protecting the 
bona lido settler by granting him liberal 
terms on which to acquire a home for him- 
self am! family, and preventing the coun- 
try from being locked and held by hungry 
land grabbers; granting the hard working 
miner liberal laws under which to acquire 
limits; preventing our famed forests from 
needless waste and destruction ; and passing 
such a Chinese Act as protects honest white 
labor against fhe encroachments of the 
heathen celestials. 

In short, I am sure that I am but re- 
echoing the sentiment of every right-think- 
ing British Columbian when I assert that, 
considering tin' short time the Smithe gov- 
ernment have been in power, they have 
accomplished wonders and achieved a fame 
such as never could be claimed by the 
"grand objectors" whose figure-head is the 
Standard newspaper, and by wWch the 
whole party must be gauged and jn 'tjed.

Their work is as if I hoy had 
buried a dead body but I hey only covered 
it very lightly, and after a while it will 
cause disaeae all around, so il will he all 
along this coast, after such work. 

The great pctlatches, dog eating, etc., 
in many places go on yet, and all wrong 
doors say there is no power in tho law, 
and shall we look in vain for the power of 
the great Queon's laws, dust now comes 
word that at Kit hat-lake off the mouth of 
the Skeena tho dancers and bad men have 
torn down tho church and we ask where 
is this going to stop as there seems to bo 
no power in tho law, we think this will 
spread and il is doing a great deal of 
harm all along the coast, ami we begin to 
think that all the government officials and 
great chiefs waul is the money they got. 

As they make fair promises which are 
all broken and the bad Indians all along 
the count aro laughing at their work. 

If there must be commission and agent 
for the good of the Indians, let them do 
their work, lot them dig deep and got out 
all the roots and stanes so they may have 
good ground lo plant in. 

Let us see thoir work that we can re- 
spect and which will lead us to respect 
more and more the Queen and her laws.

To rill-; Editoh. — With your permission 
I would like to call attention to an amus- 
ing matter in connection with the mode of 
teaching in vogue al, the public school. 
The said matter, although rather trivial, 
fulfills the old proverb — "Straws show 
which way tho wind blows." One of tho 
masters, who is considered par excellence 
the chirographer of tho school, issued an 
edict some time ago that none but No. 404 
pens should henceforth be used by any 
scholar under penalty of confiscation of 
the offending pen. Now I submit that on 
the very face of it this is an absurdity too 
gross for prrpotration by any other than 
one who is intent only upon enjoyment of 
a "little temporary authority."

1 en- 
ter this plea on behalf of those who detest 
a too finely pointed pon(which the No. 404 
certainly areforordinary purposes)princip- 
ally because of a growing conviction that 
the innumerable methods and rules, some 
at variance with each other, that succes- 
sive masters woro wont to enforce with all 
the persuasion that only a schoolmaster is 
able to use. had a great, deal to do with 
the acquiring of that abominably bad 
hand that tho writer had to unlearn when 
starting in business life. 

All are not constituted alike cvon in 
the small matter of pens. ( )ne can use as 
fine a point as is capable of being made, 
while others are unablo to get along 
with anything but. a broad point, and to 
make one and all conform to so arbitrary 
a rule is sheer folly; and with all due re- 
spect to the worthy master it is hardly 
what one would expect, from anybody ac- 
customed to use bis rolleet.ive powers.

MAN MUKDKKED 

On His Iteat While Pursuing a 
Burglar. 

DET i2L£ QTEE GHASTLY TRA- 
GEDY. 

(S. 1". Post, llith inst.) 
Too frequently is it that the watchful 
guardian of tho night has been shot or 
stabbed by murderous thieves or assasins, 
and it was for an early hour this morning 
to witness the murder of one of the brav- 
est oflicers in the force by an unknown 
burglar. Tho victim of the midnight as- 
sassin was Officer John Nicholson, of 
Captain Douglass' watch, a conscientious 
and faithful member of tho department. 

HE WAS FATALLY SHOT 

On Pacific street, near . I ones, about 1:4.0 
o'clock. The officer's beat was from Paci- 
fic and Stockton streets to Larkin, and he 
was seen about one o'clock patrolling 
along Pacific street, going west from 
Stockton, and a half an hour later the all 
but lifeless body of the otlicor was found 
with bullet wounds in tho head, by Olti- 
cer J. H.Callahan. This officer's account 
M.the murder is as follows: "I reported 
•off duty last night at 12 o'clock, and after 
lunch went to my homo on the southeast 
corner of Pacific and Jones street. About 
L30 o'clock, just as I had divested my- 
self of my clothing, 1 hoard two shots in 
succession, apparently fired on Jones 
street near Jackson, and I ran to my win- 
dow, which fronts on Jones street, anil 
saw two men on the opposite side of the 
street. They were running and were 
about forty feot, apart. The first man 
who was the shortest, wore a sack coat, 
which was Happed open. He stumbled 
and fell at the corner of Pacific street, but 
recovered himself and tied out Pacific 
toward Leavenworth, the larger man still 
in pursuit. While I was hurriedly dress 
ing 1 hoard one or two more shots and 
when I reached 'he street I heard another 
report, evidently in front of No. I truck 
house on the north side of Pacific, beyond 
Jones. I ran toward tho spot and anil 
about 10 foot west of tho truck house 
FOUND OFKIOER NICHOLSON 

Lying upon his face, still breathing, but 
shot through the head. In his right 
hand, which was outstretched, was his 
Smith & Wesson G-shot, 38 caliber pistol, 
all covered with bbiod. There was then 
no one else in sight, but in a few minutos 
the firemen from the truck-house and 
several citizens came up." 

Officer Callahan quickly got a carriage, 
and the ollicer was conveyed to tho Cen- 
tral Hospital, where ho died at two o'clock 
as his body was being carrud through the 
outside door of tho City Prison. The 
officer's club was still in its case, but ir. 
his pocket was a long carponter'a chisel. 
The shocking affair caused great excite- 
ment at tho police station, and in a few 
minutes all t he available detective force 
was sent to the scene. Chief Crowley and 
Captain Lees were notified at thoir homes 
and woro on the ground by two o'clock, as 
were detectives Bohen, Whittaker, Meag- 
her, and Special Officer Ryan. It was 
conjectured that tho ollicer had captured 
a burglar, and had taken the chisol f-otn 
him, and that the burglar had broken 
away, and in the pursuit had shot his 
victim. With this theory an effort was 
made to find the location of the attempt 
at burglary, but this was for tho time un- 
successful, as it was erroneously supposed 
that tho promises were near Jackson and 
Jones, 'fhe night was very stormy, and 
at that hour fow were on the streets there; 
but among those who wero out was a 
pianist named Spencer, who residea on 
.Lines s treet, betw een Pacific and Broad- 
way. On being interviewed he said. 

"A lady and myself were going out 
Pacific street, and when between Mason 
and Taylor streets, wa heard a pistol shot 
up the hill. I exclaimed: 'That's a po 
liccman chasing a thief; let us got out of | 
the way of stray shots, or we may get 
hurt.' The lady laughed at the danger and 
urged me to proceed. At Taylor street 
we heard more shots coining from the di- 
rection of Jones street, and when we got 
half way to Jones wo heard a last shot 
on Pacific street. She was walking quick- 
ly and hold an umbrella." 

Several of the firemen woro questioned. 
They had hoard footsteps and tho shots, 
but only reached the street as Officer Cal- 
lahan came up. 

VARIOUS 01MNIOX3 WERE EXPRESSED 

As to tho number of the shots fired, some 
placing it at four and others at five. 
Officer Callan himself was in doubt as to 
whether it was four or live. It was nut 
until daylight that a clearer explanation 
of the affair was obtained in the discov- 
ery that the grocery store of C. W. Roid, 
on Pacific street, 100 feet east of .(ones' 
had been burglarizad. The store is under 
a double Hut. The front door was found* 
locked, but the transom was open. In 
an entry way to one of the Hats was an 
apple box, which the burglar had evi- 
dently usud to climb in and out of the 
transom. Marks, evidently made by the 
chisel found on the deceased, wore dis- 
covered on the door and the money 
drawer. The only article missing, so far 
us was ascertained, was a Thompson oct- 
agon clock. 

THE TllEOUY OI-' (,'111 BP CKOWLEV, 

Captain Loos and the detectives, coin- 
ciding as to the murder is this: Officer 
Nicholson going out of Pacific street saw 
the burglar omorge from the grocery and 
immediately gave chase. Tho fugitive 
t iirned up Jones street and was captured 
at Jackson, after the otlicor had tired one 
or two shots. Naturally the captor search- 
ed his prisoner and took the chisel from 
him and then started to bring him back to 
tho grocery. In returning tho burglar 
broke away and lied down Jones to Pa- 
cific street, stumbled and foil, recovered 
himself and (led along Pacific. 
When in front of the truck house 
the ollicer again fired upon the pris- 
ons, who, at very close quarters, 
turned and shot his pursuer, wdio fell al- 
most in his tracks. The grocer Raid, 
who lives over his store, heard tho shoot- 
ing, and arose and went out, but did not 
discover tho burglary until morning. 

THE PROUAULE CAUSE OF DEATH . 

'fhe body of the officer was taken to the 
Morgue, where Police Surgeon Dennis, in 
company with Captain Lees and other de- 
tectives, made a critical examination of the 
wounds this afternoon. This revealed the 
fact that, almost beyond a doubt, the 
wounds were inflicted by a knife only, and 
not a pistol. The wounds were three in 
number. One was a cut on the left, cheek 
bone, delivered sideways, tho point of the 
blade penetrating the nose. Another wa»a 
ulash an inch long over tho left eye, while 
the third and fatal wound was on 
the right aide of tho neck, immediately 
under the jaw. This was three-quarters 
of an inch in length and half an inch 
deep, partially severing the jugular vein. 
Front this vein the blood spurted in 
torrents and drenched the shirt ami 
coal. Dr. Dennis stated that had a 
surgeon been on tho spot Nicholson's 
life could have boen saved. According 
to theue developments it would appear 
that after being struck first the officer 
became blinded, and then fired wildly 



ami without effect. If the burglar i'e- 
ceieved a wound no traces of it were 
left in his retreating footsteps, owing 
to the rain. At first it was thought 
that the wounds might have been in- 
flicted by the chisel, but the tool — a 
new one— was found in the officer's 
pocket and was free from any trace of 
blood. From the statement of Officer 
Callahan that ho saw the burglar's coat 
lly open, the murderer .vas at 6rst sup- 
posed to be e white man, but from the 
fact that only a clock (the favorite 
plunder of Chinese) was stolen, it may 
be that a pagan was the assassin. Up to 
one o c ock not the slightest clue to 
tho murderer had been discovered, nor 
had the clock, which he is supposed to 
have clung to, been found." 

'fhe dead ollicer was a native of Cana- 
da, aged 1*7 years. He was live feot eleven 
inches in height, as brave as a lion and a 
good shot, lie was appointed April III, 
1S80, having boon previously a conductor 
'on the Oiiifoania street hill railroad. He 
was single and resided at 200 Kearney 
street. Previous to coming to this coast 
ho was on the Now York police force and 
has a mother living in that city. Like all 
officers on early morning duty, he wore a 
red shirt and his old clothes. Tin; left 
sleeve of his overcoat was partially torn 
at the shoulder, showing that his prisoner 
was desperate and struggled hard to gut 
away from him. 

Kx plosion at No, I Shaft. 

(Nanaimo Free Prii.vs.) 
Vesterday morning about half-past ona 
o'clock, an explosion of gas took place lit 
the No. 1 Esplanade Shaft of the Van- 
couver Coal Company. Tho miners were 
engaged in driving a level to connect with 
the No. 2 or ventilating shaft. In tiring, 
flu- powder must have ignited some gas 
which the shot released, and all explosion 
took place of considerable force, reaching 

10 the lop ol' the shall, knocking off the 
' Holly" ami doing other injury. At first 

11 was thought thai all tin- men iii the shaft 
were hilled, but a signal from the bottom 
soon dispelled the idea, 'fhe men were 
brought up and il. was found that Messrs. 
Joseph Handle, Sr., Joseph Guthro, David 
Hardy and Samuel Harris had been badly 
but iuit seriously burnt about the face and 
upper part of the body. Drs. Cluness and 
Wnlkeui were soon in attendance and dress- 
ed the wounds. The level in which the ex- 
plosion took plaee was within eight yards of 
milking fhe connection with the No. 2 Shaft, 
and since the accident to the Chinaman a 
feu days ago, the miners had been working 
with safely lamps. The explosion miiBt 
have been a very strong one, for it was 
plainly heard ami felt all over the city. One. 
strange feature of the explosion is that five 
other miners were in the mine at the time, 
three of whom were sitting eating thoir 
lunch, not live yards from whore tho men 
were burnt, and they escaped unhurt, 'fhe 
shaft wi s in charge of Mr. Guthro, who had 
strict orders not to tire a shot if there was 
the slightest dauger of gas. Al the time 
the shot was fired there was no sign of gas, 
in id it is therefore thought that a "blower" 
was struck by the shot and tired, but did 
not reach its full explosive force till near 
the bottom of Use shaft. Iii the heading 
towards the face, no damage was done, the 
head-fan not being even moved. Where 
the men were standing was about 40 yards 
from the face where the shet was fired. A 
bore-hole is now being put through from 
the No. '2 Shaft, and that will afford a vent 
for the gas. 
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Waltev Wilson makes a Partial 
Ex plana (ion of His Conduct. 

New Yohk, Feb. 17.— Walter Wilson, 
tho Montreal young man whoso failure to 
moot Miss IVIcDougall, his betrothed, al 
the altar, has caused so much excitement, 
left this city for Washington this after- 
noon. It was understood among his 
friends that letters addressed to Montreal 
next week would roach him. To two or 
three business associates Mr. Wilson has 
made a partial explanation of his conduct. 
He said that Miss McDougall and her 
relatives and her friends know perfectly 
well on the day of the wedding that no 
ceremony would take place; that tho in- 
vited guests were all notified by messen- 
gers, and only a few curious people who 
wanted to see a wodding were disappoint- 
ed at the church. Had it not been for 
the forgetfulnesa of a servant the sexton 
would have been prevented from opening 
the building. He denied that the young 
lady was dressed for the marriage and 
claimed that everything had been' satisfac- 
torily arranged between himself and hor 
friends.

Bedroom Vent Million- 

If two persons are to occupy a bed- 
room during the night let them step 
on weighing scales, as they retire, and 
then in the morning, and they will 
lind their actual weight is at least a 
pound less in the morning, Frequently 
there will be a loss of two or more 
pounds, and the average loss through- 
out the year will be more than one 
pound; that is, during the night there 
is a loss of a pound of matter, which 
has gone oil' from their bodies, partly 
through the lungs and partly through 
the pores of the skin. The escaped ma 
terial is carbonic acid and decaved ani- 
mal matter or poisonous animal exhala- 
tions. This is diffused throughout tin; 
air and in part obsorbed by the bed- 
clothes. If a single ounce of wood or 
cotton be burned in the room it will 
so completely saturate the air with 
smoke that one can hardly breath, 
though con oidy be an ounce of foreign 
matter in the air. If an ounce be burn- 
ed every half hour during the night the 
air will be kept continually saturated 
with the smoke, unless there be an 
open door or window for it to escape. 
Now, the sixteen ounces of smoke thus 
formed is far less poisonous than the 
sixl en ounces of exhalations from the 
lungs and bodies of the two persons 
who have lost a pound in weight dur- 
ing the eight hours of sleeping: for 
while the dry smoke is mainly taken 
into the lungs, the damp odours from 
the body are absorbed into the lungs 
and into the pores of the whole body. 
Need more be said to show the im- 
portance of having bedrooms well ven- 
tilated and thoroughly airing the sheets 
coverlets, and mattresses in the morn- 
ing before packing them in the form 
of a newly-laid bed? — Philadelphia Cull.

A Peculiar Phenomenon.
